I have the honor to forward to you, for presentation to Parliament, the Seventh Annual 
Report on the Vital Statistics of Queensland for the year 1866, 

The meteorological observations taken in the City of Brisbane during the year 1866, contain 
so many omissions and evident errors as to render them valueless; I have not, therefore, considered 
it right to publish them. The observations taken and recorded at Somerset, by Dr. Haran, Surgeon 
Superintendent of the Settlement at Cape York, are very complete, and, together with his report, 
form a valuable record of the climate of that part of the Colony, and are published and appended 
hereto. 


In addition to the following explanatory and comparative tables, I have this year prepared 
and published in the appendix hereto No. 1, a very full synopsis of the Vital Statistics of Queens- 
land, commencing from the earliest reliable records, and brought down to the 31st December, 1866 ; 
by reference to which almost any information can be easily obtained, and which, if carefully added to 
year by year, will ultimately become a document of great value. 


The population of the Colony of Queensland was, on the 31st December, 1866, estimated to tha ec 
number 96,172 persons, and to consist of 57,288 males, 38,884 females, the relative proportion of 1866. 
the sexes being on that day 67-87 females to each 100 males. 

The estimated mean population of ‘the year 1866 was 91,973 persons, consisting of 55,292 of aie aaetaos 
males, and 36,681 females, the females being in the proportion of 66°34 to each 100 males. 

The estimated population of the Colony on the 31st December, 1865, was 87,775, and aaaitions made 
during the year 1866 the following numerical additions have been made to it:—3,991 males, and ee eee 
4,406 females, total 8,397 persons. Of this increase, the portion arising from the excess of registered 1866. 
births over the registered deaths of that year is 692 males, 1,073 females, total 1,765 persons; the 
proportion of the sexes in this increase being 155-06 females to each 100 males,

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A great decline, last year, is visible in the rate of increase in the population from natural 

A reference to the following Tables, numbered 1. and v., will show that this arises from a 
very great and unusual mortality; the Births of the year are remarkably numerous, but the Deaths 
are still more so. In the year 1863, the Births were, to the mean population, in the ratio of 4-12 
per cent., and the Deaths 2°36 per cent. In 1864, Births increased to 4:25 per cent., and Deaths 
fell to 2°13 per cent. In 1865, births further increased to 4°36, and Deaths remained nearly the 
same, 214 per cent. In 1866, Births further increased to 4-48 per cent., and Deaths still more 
greatly to 2°56 per cent.

BIRTHS. 

The Births registered during the year 1866 are in number 4,127, exceeding the number 
registered in the year 1865 by 595; the centesimal increase in the latter year being at the rate of 
16:84 per cent. ‘This rate of increase is 481 per cent. larger than the rate of increase in the mean 
population, compared with the mean population of the whole Colony, of each of the last four years ; 
the Births of each year bear the following proportions :-— 

1863—one birth to each 24 persons 

1864—one birth to each 23°5 persons 
1865—one birth to each 22'9 persons 
1866—one birth to each 22°83 persons. 

The Birth rate has, therefore, steadily increased during the last four years, and is very great 
as compared with the English rate, which, on an average of many years, does not exceed one birth 
to each 30 individuals in the population. Even in our small population this difference in birth rates 
makes a numerical difference in the number of 1,062 in last year alone. The birth-rate in some of 
the principal registration districts of the Colony is given below :—

The number of Marriages celebrated in the year 1866 was smaller by six than was the ota “number 
case in the previous year, 1865; the respective numbers being, in 1865, 1,074, and in 1866, 1,068. CE ee. 
The actual difference is small and unimportant, but when it is compared with the respective 
populations of the two years, as in the following Table, the real difference in the marriage rate 
is shown to be large :—

On examination of the following Table, numbered 111., shows that the Marriages celebrated ore sent pba 
by the Church of England, by the Wesleyan Methodists, and by the Lutheran Church, are the ouly persons married. 
denominations that exhibit any decided increase; that the Roman Catholic, Presbyterian, and 
Baptist Churches, show a considerable diminution ; and that the remaining religious; denominations 
remain pretty much the same as regards the number of marriages celebrated by them.

DEATHS, 


The total number of Deaths registered in the year 1866, is 2,362, of this number 1,446 were 
males, and 916 females.. The numerical increase on the Deaths registered in the year 1865, is 629, 
and the centesimal rate of increase 36-29, exceeding the centesimal rate of increase in the population 
by no less than 26-72 per cent. 

Reference to the Synoptical Table in the appendix shows that the mean rate of mortality of 
the last seven years is 2-08 per cent. The average mortality of England and Wales is estimated to 
be 2:20 per cent., of Scotland 2°10 per cent., and of New South Wales 1:75 per cent. of the 
population. 

The rate of mortality in some of the principal registration districts of the Colony is given in 
the following table, it is the smallest in Warwick, and the largest in Rockhampton, Brisbane being 
very nearly as great as the latter.

The centesimal rate of increase in the population of the metropolitan district during the year 
1866, is estimated to have been 2:32, and as by the following tables it appears that the registered Deaths 
in that district have, during the same period, increased at the rate of 25°53 per cent.; it seems that 
the rate of increase in the number of Deaths exceeds the rate of increase in the population of that 
district by no less than 23:21 per cent.; it has also been shown by a previous table that the increase 
in the Births of the above district was at the rate of 10-02 per cent., being likewise 7:70 per cent. 
greater than the increase in population.

Compared with the returns for the year 1865, it will be found that the total Deaths in the whole 
Colony of children below two years of age has increased in the ratio of 28:24 per cent. ; that the 
total Deaths of children of two and under five years of age has increased in the ratio of 48°72 per 
cent.; and that the total Deaths of all children below five years of age has increased in the ratio of 
30°89 per cent. ; bearing in mind that the ratio of increase in the population of the year is 9°57 per 
cent. the above rates of mortality are out of all proportion great. Taking the metropolitan district 
by itself, the following are the several ratios of increase, of children below two years of age 7°77 per 
cent., of children of two and under five years of age 102°56 per cent., and of all children below five 
years of age 15°96; on the whole, then, although far too large, the infantine’ mortality of the 
Metropolitan District compares favorably with that of the whole Colony. It must not, however, be 
overlooked, that in the year 1865 the mortality of children under five years of age in the Brisbane 
Registration District was very nearly double that of the previous year 1864, and that the two years 
ratio of increase is 83°51 per cent., being 54:78 per cent larger than the increase in the population 
of that district would account for.

The number of Births and Deaths which have been registered during the year 1866 in each 
separate registration district throughout the Colony is given in the following table. It will be 
observed that although the number of male children born is greater by 7-49 per cent» than the 
number of female children born, still, in consequence of the far larger proportion of Deaths 
taking place among the male part of the population than among the females, amounting to 57:86 per 
cent., the proportion of females in the population is, from natural causes, constantly on the increase. 
The annual effect produced on the total population is, of course, small, but if the proportion of the 
sexes was undisturbed by internal causes it would soon produce a marked diminution in the existing 
disproportion.

Somerset, Cape York, 
January 20th, 1867. 
Sir, 

Whatever opinions may be formed as to the merits or demerits of Somerset at present, as a settlement 
adapted for mercantile or agricultural purposes, there can be no doubt as to its being pre-eminently the position 
best suited for a harbor of refuge for the north-east coast of Australia. Situated, as it happens to be, within short 
distance of those dangerous reefs on that coast and in Torres’ Straits, on which so many ships haye been wrecked, 
it must, on that account, be free from the most serious disadvantage connected with the other settlements founded 
chiefly as harbors of refuge along the north-west coast, at Melville Island, Raffles’ Bay, and Port Essington, at various 
intervals since 1823, which were all situated some hundreds of miles from the scenes of those disasters ; while its 
undoubted salubrity, now fully proved, further enhances its yalue, and must, in conjunction with its geographical 
position, eventually lead to its occupation both for strategical and commercial purposes. As one of the most 
important positions in Australia, already its advantageous situation as a harbor of refuge has been tested, and proved 
in the most satisfactory manner by the saying, in July and August, of thirty-seven lives, which without it would, 
in all human probability, have been sacrificed ; and it is to be hoped that, long before now, steps have been taken to 
apprise captains of merchant ships trading in these seas, or likely to pass through Torres’ Straits, of the existence 
of such a settlement, as not one, neither captains, officers, nor men, of the three shipwrecked crews, harbored here’ 
had eyer heard of such a place before they saw it. 

The little I have to add to the remarks on physical geography contained in my report for 1865 is highly 
satisfactory. I mentioned that the iron-stone rock, which formed the surface layer of all the ridges and plateaus, 
was undergoing rapid disintegration, wherever the dense scrub was cleared away so as to admit the full force of the 
sun’s rays and other atmospheric agencies ; and it is gratifying to be able to state, that in such localities this process 
of disintegration has been so rapid, that, instead of solid igneous rocks, and the scanty soil in the crevices between 
them, which were laid bare in 1864, there is now an ayerage depth of from one to two spades of tolerably rich 
iron-stone clay, which is found capable of growing a considerable variety of vegetables, &e. ‘The pasturage in the 
vicinity, and for a considerable distance round the settlement, is also greatly improved. On our arrival here, the 
grass, for the most part, was found rank, wiry, and apparently containing little nutriment ; but now, owing to its 
haying been kept cropped, trampled, and partially manured by sheep and cattle, it is short, thick, and succulent. 
These facts alone are sufficient to show that, under favoring circumstances, both soil and pasturage will improve 
steadily from year to year ; so that when the inevitable time does come when Somerset: will acquire importance as a 
commercial emporium, and can number a fair average population of its own, it will be as much self-supporting as 
most of the settlements in inter-tropical Australia. 

A comparison of the Meteorological Abstracts for the years 1865 and 1866 will exhibit a well-marked 
diminution of temperature for every month of the latter year, amounting in a few to nearly 3°5, and for the entire 
year to 15; and it is almost unnecessary to say that the reduction was fully appreciated. It resulted from the 
heavy rainfall for the year, which amounted to 10385 inches, the most of which fell during the first three months, 
and exercised a cooling influence, not only at the time, but during the subsequent months. ‘The rainfall for 1865 
amounted to 53°06 inches, or a little more than half; so that the opinion expressed in my report for that year, 
as to the probability of considerable fluctuations from year to year in the annual amount of rainfalls and which I 
was led to form from the character of the weather in January, 1866, has been fully borne out, and will, I have 
reason to believe, be further confirmed this year ; for, notwithstanding the unusual rainfall of last December, this 
month has been hitherto comparatively dry, and is likely to continue so ; and it is highly probable that the rainfall 
for 1867 may be even less than that for 1865. 

It is worthy of remark that, in addition to the diurnal oscillations exhibitect by the barometer, the atmospheric 
pressure attaining its maximum about 9 o'clock a.m. and p.m., and its minimum about 8 o’clock a.m. and p.m., there 
is a well-marked annual variation depending on the seasons, the mean pressure during the hot months, or from the 
end of October to the end of April, being much lower, owing, it may be assumed, to the expansive effects of 
increased temperature, than the average maintained during the remainder of the year, when, the direct influence 
of the sun being withdrawn, the atmosphere acquires increased density, and therefore additional weight, or statical 
force, as it is termed. Such oscillations are liable to occur anywhere; but it is only within the tropics that they 
succeed each other uninterruptedly, and with the regularity of clock-work, from year’s end to year’s end, excepting 
occasionally in the hurricane regions, when all atmospheric equilibrium is destroyed for a time, and is only restored. 
after a terrific display of the power and velocity of air in abnormal motion. 

The position of the sun in either hemisphere defines the character of the seasons at Cape York, as it does 
everywhere; but inasmuch as the warm and cool seasons here merge the one into the other by almost imperceptible 
gradations, I consider that a division founded on the character of the prevailing winds would be far more explicit 
than that of summer, autumn, winter, and spring; and, as the 8.E. trade winds prevail during comparatively dry 
weather, and yariable winds during comparatively wet, it would be as well to classify them into the dry and wet 
seasons, the former extending from the middle of March to the middle of December, and the latter from the middle 
of December to the middle of March. ‘ach of these seasons, or periods, possesses characteristics peculiar to itself, 


which it would be superfluous to repeat here, as. they haye been already fully detailed in the meteorological sheets 
for 
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for the separate months during the last two years. Iwill therefore conclude these remarks on meteorology by 
expressing my regret that an electrometer sent here last August has been found perfectly useless, having got out 
of order previous to its arrival ; and I regret this the more, as I shall haye to leave Somerset without having an 
opportunity of instituting a series of electrical observations, which I have been most anxious to do since my 
arrival. 

The sanitary state of the Marine detachment and residents generally has continued, on the whole, as favorable 
as could be expected under the circumstances ; and I feel satisfied that, had the men been actively employed, as 
they were when the buildings were being erected, the few cases of serious disease which did take place would not 
have occurred, for in a tropical climate like this, active exercise, and free action of the skin, in inducing moderate 
perspiration, are essential to health ; whereas inaction is almost as injurious as malaria, predisposing as it does to 
hepatic congestion, indigestion, and the secondary diseases liable to spring from these disorders. Two of the Marines 
were invalided, and two sent to the hospital at Sydney, New South Wales, since the Ist of August last, who, in all 
probability, will be invalided likewise. Of the former, one was invalided from the effects of sunstroke, of a mild 
description, contracted in October, 1865. It was, in a great measure, his own fault, as he would expose himself 
without cause, and wear clothing more suited for the Arctic regions than the Tropics; and the second, a delicate 
subject, was sent home for rheumatism, avhich disease is rarely permanently cured where it is contracted, and which, 
as well as the two cases sent to hospital, viz., one chronic bronchitis in an old man, and one of rheumatism in a 
young one, would have been contracted much sooner, perhaps, in other parts of the station, where the range of 
temperature is greater than here. 

A baby of six months’ age, brought up by hand, died of convulsions. during dentition; and two cases of 
incurable diseases died in the hospital. This is our list of casualties ; but I am happy to say that now the residents 
generally are in éxcellent health, and that there has not been a single case of sickness of any kind since the 27th of 
last November.
